tice of the gospel. 

This momentous change had for some time 
transpired in silence. If it was referred to at 
all, it was mostly as having a self-evident propri- 
ety, and in such a manner as to Jull inquiry and 
exclude reply.

And what more proper, then, than 
that the mind insist upon conclusive evidence as 
to these objects which are to “ overcome” and 
displace the world?) From what source, howev- 
er, can this evidence be derived? From our sen- 
ses? They give us no sort of informarion as to 
such things. From our reason? We feel that 
this is inadequate. From the books of philoso- 
phers? But—besides that their lessons are such 
subtilties as the multitude could never under- 
stand*—the truth is, the philosophers themselves 
felt but little confidence in their own reasonings. 
Socrates when dying, said, “I am going out of 
“the world and you remain in it, but which is 
“better is known only to God. “I hope,” con- 
tinued the old man, “I hope there is something 
“reserved for us after death.”

They ask another, and, 
as they themselves admitted, a conclusive testi- 
mony; and he gives even that. He seals his 
doctrines with his blood. And while evil men 
and evil angels are exulting in the seeming ex- 
tinction of the truth, he bursts the bands which 
held him, and, rising, stamps upon that truth the

A Noble Example of Early Times. 

About the year 1776, a circumstance occurred, 
which deserves to be written on adamant. In 
the wars of New England, with the Aborigines, 
the Mohegan tribe of Indians, early became friends 
of the English.

During the time of my father’s mercantile pros- 
perity, he had employed several Indians of this 
tribe, in hunting animals, whose skins were valu- 
able for their fur. Among these hunters was one 
named Zachary, of the royal race, an excellent 
hunter, but as drunken and worthless an Indian 
asever lived. Whenhe had somewhat passed the 
age of fifty, several members of the royal family 
who stood between Zachary and the throne of his

His influence had been considerable, and 
was at once exerted to draw away the members 
of the Baptist church ; he succceded in dissolving 
the relation of 60, and connecting them with the 
Episcopal church. ‘The course taken by the Epis- 
copal missionaries is one that can never be adop- 
ted without ruinous consequences to chutch dis- 
cipline and order, nor without fatal effects to the 
progress of truth.— Boston Recorder.

Happy would it be, if all teachers regarded the sub- 
ject thus. Some are desirous that the New Testa- 
ment be improved as a common reading book in 
schools, in connection with other books of distin- 
guished excellence. Some object to the latter prac- 
tice, as destroying in the minds of children a proper 
reverence of the Scriptures. But, it may be inquir- 
ed, does the frequent use of books on science destroy 
respect and veneration for those sciences? If so, let 
books the most valuable be used but seldom. Strange 
reasoning indeed! Or if, as some say, constant at- 
tention to the Scriptures, renders their perusal irk- 
some, then let good things—good books and scien- 
ces, be but rarely attended to. Again, some object 
to the common use of the Bible in schools, because 
it subjects it to a place on a level with the grammar 
or spelling-book, and subjects it to like treatment 

Well, shall good books be withheld, because they 
are sometimes ill-treated? Are not books made to 
be used? Shall Webster’s Dictionary be withheld 
from a common and frequent perusal, because there 
are less important books in school, or because books 
are sometimes ill-treated? What author would con. 
sider himself, or his book ill-treated, or brought into 
disrepute because schools were furnished with a full 
supply of his work for common use? Will my rea-

** A commercial gentleman, who hasspent some wecks 
in Havana, informs his correspondent in this city, that he 
has become satisfied from information he has obtained in 
the best quarters, that England is negotiating with Spain for 
a cession of Cuba. Some of the steps he tas learned the 
British government have taken in the matter he states thus : 
—* The English demand the liberation of the negroes in. 
troduced here since the treaty of 1820, as being called for 
by the spirit of that document. The government at Mad- 
rid referred the question to the Governor here, who called 
a junto of rich people—they answered (with one exception) 
we cannot allow it. Now, England has said it must be 
done. If the Regent of Spain says to Cuba do it, and the 
people of Cuba persist in saying no—what will be the re. 
sult? Submission to such a demand seems to me to be out 
of the qnestion. A proud Spaniard asked me the other 
day, if I thought the United States would accept of the Is. 
land? 1 answered, I believe the Island would be received, 
but you must first achieve your own independence—then 
she will acknowledge you, and take you in as a partner. 
But the grand question is, will Uncle Sam allow Bully Bull 
to take possession here, even if old Spain consents? If he 
does, adieu to peace—our southern institutions will at least 
be jeoparded, and a valuable trade closed against us.”

Dear Brotuer Sommers.—Soon after my in- 
terview with the Delawares, I directed my course 
southward, and on the 26th June, was at the Bap- 
tist mission house among the Putawatomics 
where, the following day being the Sabbath, I en. 
joyed the opportunity of preaching to the natives 
as’ well as toa few whites, some of whom were 
connected with the mission, and others engaged 
in other employments among the Indians. 

Missionary operations were commenced among 
the Putawatomies in 1818. They then resided in 
the regions bordering on Lake Michigan. ‘The 
missionary station acquired the name of Carey. 
It was established at a remote point, nearly two 
hundred miles from a settled country, and not 
without great privation and suffering on the part 
of the missionaries. But the Lord succeeded 
their efforts, so that they felt more than atuply 
rewarded for their toils and anxieties. They were 
favored with a precious revival of religion, and 
some of them have often said that the ha piest

The Ottawa immigrants have been longer on the 
ground than the Putawatomies, and in regard to 
the comforts of life, and the richer blessings of 
religion, are now somewhat in advance of the 
latter.

the first written law adopted by any tribe north of 
the Cherokees.

But 
among them were worthless persons who could 
not be easily aroused from their habitual indolence, 
who, to satisfy their hunger, often purloined the 
property of the industrious, and so great were 
their depredations on the swine, that for a while 
the owners thought they would be compelled to 
relinquish the effort to keep that kind of valuable 
stock. But before giving it up, they resolved to 
try the effect of a written law in relation to hog 
stealing. Two officers were appointed to attend 
to this matter. To these men the loser of proper- 
ty made his complaint. ‘They then commenced 
a search for evidence of guilt in every family.— 
They who were above suspicion, and they who 
were not, were alike subject to search. If any 
one should raise serious objections to the exami- 
nation of his premises, the inquisition would pause, 
and he was supposed to be guilty until the reverse

‘They sing delightfully, in their own 
language to our tunes. Often was I highly grat- 
ified and deeply affected by hearing them singing 
songsof praise to God as I passed their houses in 
the neighborhood, and especially at the seasons af 
morning and evening prayer, which duties are 
punctually performed in their families. 

Just about thirteen years ago, I made the first 
tour of examination in this country that was made 
with a view to the permanent location of Indians 
init, At that time, with four Putawatomies and 
three Ottawas, who had travelled with me from 
near Lake Michigan, and two hired white men 
from St. Louis, I passed up this same stream, and 
near this same spot.

Tur Otpest Tree tx THE Wortp.—Mr Loun- 
don in his truly valuable Arboretum et Fruticeum 
et I’ruticdum Britannicum, engraved the remarka- 
ble cypress of Soma, or Somma, in Lombardy, 
which he considers perhaps the oldest tree there 
isany record in the world. ‘The tree is general- 
ly supposed to have been planted in the year of 
the birth of Jesus Christ, and on this account, is 
treated with great reverence by the inhabitants of 
that part of Lombardy where it grows; but the 
Abbe Beleze informs us that there is an ancient 
chronicle, extant af Milan, which proves that it 
was a tree in the time of Julius Cesar, B. c. 42. 
When measured by Loudon, by direction of Signor 
Mannetti, this tree was found to be 121 feet high 

23 in circumference at one foot from the 
ground. Besides its great age, the Cypress is re- 
markable for having been wounded hy Francis L., 
who is said to have struck his sword in it, in his 
despair at losing the battle of Paris ; and for hav- 
ing been respected by Napoleon, who, when Ilay- 
ing down the plan for his great road ‘over the Sim- 
plon, diverging from the straight line to avoid in- 
juring the tree, Under such evidence as the above
